I trust you will allow me a little space to make 
some remarks upon an article under the above bead¬ 
ing, which appeared in the Tribune of Jan. 9. 

In that, article my catalogue is stated to be un- 

2 trustworthy by a writer who advises American book 
lovors not to buy books upon the faith of ray descrip¬ 
tions, but to employ “ a pair of impartial eyes” in 
the person of a London agent who shall examine 
the volumes,, collate them with my catalogue, and 
act as best ruits the interest of his distaut friend. 
Now, I hare hut three observations to maae upon 
piece of criticism, and with your 
I will now lay them before the American 

1. The author, whoso initials are G. W. S., is be* 
ved to be a person resident in London, and Buf- 
ratly wollknown here as a minor light of American 
vs literature, no less than as an agent for Transat¬ 
lantic book-bu yers. If this assumption be correct, and 
his article brit ajhim a profitable increase of business, 
he deserves to be complimented on his tact and skillful 
use of opportunity. Everything is fair in war, ac¬ 
cording to the adage, and a perpetual hostility exists 
between the book-seller and the middleman who ob¬ 
structs direct intercourse with the book-buyer. The 
latter has naturally to remunerate his agent, but the 
azent expects a further gratification from the dealer ; 
failing which he sometimes supplies, from a different 
source, cheaper and inferior copies of the books 
which ho may have been commissioned to buy. 

2. If tho article in question had been written by an 
American *uvant or book-lover on his return from a 
trip to Europe, I should have eudeavored to ascertain 
•the exact cause of his discontent, ami to explain it if 
possible, before apnea' ^ openly to the justice of 
tho Amc-^an public. In the prese./ instance I can 
discern no motive, beyond the jealousy "fa virtual 
riv^l, which could huve prompted such an 
upon my catalogue and myself. 

3. Error is incident to all human affairs, and I do 
not pretend to exemption from this universal law. 
Consequently, there must be, and are many inaccura¬ 
cies in my catalogues ; but I confidently ask the 

J reat body of book-buyers, from Boston to San 
rancisco, to absolve me from the calumnious charge 
of writing false descriptions, and to grant that I can 
boast of at least average correctness in what I sav 
concerning the editions and copies of books which \ 
offer them. It may be assorted that those who are 
discontented with the result ot direct purchaso take 
warning but make no complaint, A pretty largo 
experience i ssures me of the contrary, and also of 
the fact that, as a general rule, buyers find my books 
quite equal to their expectations. Furthermore, 
and as a final discomfiture to niv assailant, (who wilj I 
excuse me if, inteference to Lds signature. 1 style

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PREFACE, 


SnrcE the publication of my General Catalogue of Books in October, 
1874, Providence has favoured me with health and strength to issue this Supple¬ 
ment, first in monthly numbers, dated from November 1874 to February 1877, 
and now in a collected form with an Index made by a junior cataloguer. 

This Supplement contains 

21,470 articles, or probably 80,000 volumes, manjr of the single 
descriptions representing several copies of a work. 

The General Catalogue contained 

22,854 articles, or probably 100,000 volumes; 
in all 44,324 articles; that is, not much under 200,000 volumes. 

It is with gratitude to my customers that I mention these statistics, as 
their patronage has enabled me to buy in such a short time another collection 
second to none ever offered for sale, except that comprised in my General 
Catalogue* 


Hardly any repetitions occur in the two Catalogues, except in the case of 
my own Publications and Remainders: of Old Books only bond fide new 
acquisitions have been recorded in the present volume. 

Besides my purchases of Old Books in all parts of Great Britain and 
Ireland and on the Continent, I have bought the most valuable portion of Mb. 
Henry G. Bohn's remainder-stock, and I have published some works, such 
as the reprint of Digby’s Broad-Stone of Honour, 5 vols. and Lady Charlotte 
Guest’s Mabinogion, 1 vol.; Dr. Lee’s Glossary of Ecclesiastical Terms,

New Books, English and Foreign, are rarely kept in stock, but they can 
easily be supplied. 

The very circumstance that I shall withdraw my capital and labour from 
my publishing business will enable me to devote myself with increased energy 
to my old book business. A new General Catalogue is now being com¬ 
menced, which will include the unsold stock of the General Catalogue and 
Supplement, 2 vols. 1874-77, and the vast new acquisitions I have made this 
year, as well as the further purchases as they come in almost daily. 

So extensive and constant is the flow of new stock into my house, that I 
entreat all enthusiastic collectors to call twice a-week, to inspect my latest 
purchases. Many a rarity and many a bargain are thus secured. 

Of my General Catalogue of 1874 very few copies remain for sale, price 
£4. 4 8. Only five hundred copies of it having been printed, while there are a 
thousand oi this Supplement, the former will long preserve its commercial 
value.

There are tew copies of the MS. now in existence, especially on vellum, and so far as 
they seem to be known, most of them are locked up in public libraries.

A very interesting little volume forestalling by a couple of centuries the labours 
of modem scholars in the same direction.

8 ENGLISH POETRY (Unpublished) of the Seventeenth Century, folio, a

On the inside of the cover is written : “ My cousin Chute gave me this book out 
of his father’s study at the Viue, Hampshire.” 

An alphabetical tabic will be found at the end, in the same handwriting as the 
rest of the volume. Some of the pieces possess high poetical merit, and deserve con¬ 
sideration from students of English literature in the early days of Charles I. Amongst 
the writers are Francis Beaumont, James Shirley, Robert Herrick, Thomas Carew, 
Richard Corbet, William Stroud, (Sir) Henry Blount, Henry King, Jasper May no, 
John Grange, Humphrey Hide, (Sir George) Chudl igh, Alexander Gill, Barton Holi¬ 
day, George Morley, Walter Poole, Nicholas Oldisworth, Will Davenant, (Bishop) 
Juxon, and Thomas May. It will be observed that many of these name are unknown 
iu published literature ; and that the bibliophile who secures the above volume, will 
add a hook of signal value to a collection of old English poetry. One of the pieces 
by William Stroud* is upon the beauty of Fairford Windows. An unsigned one, 
begins as follows, with a phrase which brings Lord Byron to one’s memory :

and, if unpublished, deserves to be given to public notice as a very beautiful lyric.

The Miniatures in this volume demand attention, both for the beauty of execution 
and their uncommon style, most of them being in an elegant kind of grisaille rarely 
seen and differing from the French camaien-gris, with slight reliefs in gold and the 
deeper shadows in black.

A very curious and interesting record, containing particular descriptions of the 
IIangyxgs of Arras, illustrating the Siege of Jerusalem, Assuer and Hester, Charle¬ 
magne, Monntalbon, &c. &c.; Hanoynos of Tapkstryk, illustrating the Siege of 
Troye, Hawking and Hunting, the History of David, the Story of Ludyes, See. Clothes 
of Estate. Chairs richly embroidered. Cushions, Sparvcrs (four pieces of which were 
stolen at the burial of King Henry VIII), Testers, Carpets, Xicds, Counterpoynts, nml 
sundries.

Inventory of Furniture, etc. received from Sir Anthony Denny, Keeper of the 
King’s Palace of Westminster, by Hmnfrcy Orme, keeper of the Standing Wardrobe 
in the Tower of London, for the use of the King (Edward VI) by command of the 
Lord Proector, 9 July. \ Edw. VI. 

This is a very interesting record, describing the various pieces embroidered with 
the King’s Arms, the King and Qnecn Jane's arms together crowned within a garland 
of Roses, the History of Joseph, of the 12 Months, of David and Absalom, of our Lady 
and Angels playing upon Instruments, of the Acts of the Apostles, etc. The Clotiis 
of Kstatr, garnished with precious stones; the Carpets and Cushions of gold, 
silver and silk needlework, with Queen Anne Cullen’s Cyphers, the letters II. and A., 
roses of red and white, etc.; a carpet of arras “ with woodewithes and men of Inde 
with the Dukes Armes in thre places;” a cushion embroidered “with Scallop Shells 
with Quene Katheryns Cognizance and this worrlc, I like as he loveth,” etc. 

These Manuscripts are worthy of publication, the marginal notes made subse¬ 
quently ns to the state and disposal of the different articles arc very interesting— 
certain cushions used by the King and Queen (Philip and Mary) at the Church door 
at Winchester, a bedstead altered for King Edward VI, various articles specified as 
having been given to Lord W. Howard, then Lord Admiral, Sir Edward Waldcgrave, 
Sir Henry Jernegan, and others.

The Calendar is unusually full of Saints’ names, many of them English and lirth* 
known. Some of the Miniatures display considerable artistic skill, and do iiot. belong 
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to the ordinary species of such works. There are large pictures of St. George and 
the Dragon, St. Catherine, St. Anthony, St. Denis, and other designs not usually scon 
in Books of Hours.

This beautiful Manuscript was purchased by Sir William Titc, as An exquisite 
illuminated Missal, of the finest period of the art, with forty-six miniatures ami rich 
arabesque borders. This beautiful Missal belonged to Mary (sister of Henry VIII). 
Dowager Queen of France, and Duchess of Suffolk. Her autograph is on the first 
leaf. It was purchased at the sale of the Duchess of Portland’s Collection.” With 
regard to this autograph, see Sir W. Tite’s Lecture on illuminated Manuscripts, in 
which this volume is described. Ho says: On a leaf opposite the commencement ap¬ 
pears the name “ Marie de Suff” intended for that of Mary Tudor, daughter of Henry 
VII, Queen-Dowager of France, and third wife of Charles Brandon Fourth Dnke of 
Suffolk, but it is no doubt a fictitious signature.” A loug printed description of the 
MS. and its adornments is inserted in the volume.

Early MSS. in Irish are of extraordinary rarity; and the present is one of parti¬ 
cular interest as being the Book of a .celebrated family of Irish scribes, and one to 
which later writers have made frequent reference. Of some (but according to Mr. 

(VCurry’s list, only a few) of the pieces in this volume there are copies existing in the 
libraries of the Royal Irish Academy and of Dublin University; and it will readily be 
conceded by those who know the subject that nothing of the kind has occurred in the 
public sales for many years of equal importance with the Leabhar ui-Maolconnirc.

The preceding note by Sir William Titc is somewhat 
erroneous, as Leo X had been eighteen years in his grave when Cardinal Bembo 
received his hat. But Pietro Bembo may have had the MS. presented to him by his 
friend and patron Leo X; and afterwards, on being decorated with the purple, em¬ 
ployed his friend and protege Benvenuto to engrave the portraits and escutcheons on 
the memorial volumes. At least we know that Benvenuto executed a medal of Bembo 
before the latter became cardinal in 1539; another begun before and ended after that 
event; and a third on which Mazzuchelli thinks ho was at work in 1546. See Vita di 
Cellini, 8vo. Milano, 1806, page 303, where one of those portraits is described in such 
a way as to show its identity of character with that on the MS. 

The eight paintings represent—I. Birth of Christ; II. Christ rising from the 
Tomb ; ID. Nativity of St. John the Baptist; IV. St. Augustin expounding to four 
kneeling Monks; V. Saint John writing his Gospel; VI. Visit of the Three Maries 
to the Sepulchre; VII. High Priests and Scribes ; VIII. Four Monks praying beside 
the Corpse of a Bishop; beneath each of which is a magnificently painted border. 
Altogether these two volumes, formerly in the possession of Count Cicognara, form a 
gem of the highest value, and would grace even the noblest library.

Formerly in the collection of Mr. Singer, from whoso hand is tho following 
description :— 

The Mvrrour op Life, formerly attributed to Richard Rolle, or Richard of 
Ilnmpolc, residing in or near the Nunnery of Hampolc, near Doncaster ; but as it 
appears from MS. Reg. c. viij, pointed out by Sir F. Madden, it is a translation from 
the Latin of John of Waldby , by William of Nassyngton. The poem begins with the 
spiritual advantages of the Lord’s Prayer, of its seven petitions, their offices, &c. &e. 
and ends with the seven Beautitudes. In the course of enumerating the vices and 
virtues, much that is interesting, as illustrating modes of life and manners, occurs ; 
and I know that Mr. Douce had made large extracts from the MS. in the Brit. 
Museum on this account. For instance, in the section, Dk Tkmerakio Officio hi 
Artjficio,/oZ. 88b, the following characters are sketched—Common Women, Jug¬ 
glers, Snek-drawers or Roberds-men, Faitours or Beggars. Harlots (seemingly Wan¬ 
dering Minstrels), Heralds, Champions, Tollers of Market Towns, and Hangmen. One 
is rather surprised to find the Heralds in such company, hut they arc accused of 
biking care of their advantage in adjudging the prize at Justings and Tournaments 
to grete lordings , hallooing names with great cry, ike. The Harlots arc thus described: 

“ Ilarlotes walkes thorw many toons, 

With specked mantels and bourdouns, 

And ilk mans hows they go in 
Thare they hope ouze to wyn. 

Bot Harlotes men calles namly 
Alle that haunte Harlotry. 

Harlotes falles ay stondc on the florc 
And play some time at the spore 
At the bene and at the cat 
A fowle play hald I that. 

When men biddes tham for thair fe 
Thay say—Maystres wol mot ze be. 

For the rwle of thair religion 
Is suche by thair profession ; 

This is a poynt of tham ilk tyinc 
To licken men thare they come in ryme. 

Zit use they ofte other japes 
Some ledes bercs and some ledcs apes,

A1 thes er folys and niceties.’* 

This MS. is beautifully written, and was formerly in the Library of the Fermors, 
a distinguished Catholic family at Tusmore, in Oxfordshire, so well known from 
Belinda the heroine of the Rape of the Ix>ck. The first leaf is unfortunately wanting.

The work, which is scrupulously correct in all its fea¬ 
tures, is entirely his own; the drawing, the engraving, the preparation of the colours, 
and even the making of the paper, (for he could get no paper-maker to undertake it) 
are all the work of his own hands. Not forty copies were evor completed.

It might be stated, without much hesitation, that no such work of art os this has 
ever passed before through the London salerooms. The description above given is but 
slightly modified from that which appeared in the auction-catalogue, and is so trite that 
it would hardly draw the attention of connoisseurs who are accustomed to see ordinary 
articles belauded with the same perpetually-recurring phrases. But no mere description 
whatever would enable the imagination to realise the singular beauty of this little 
volume; the delicate grace of its miniatures and ornamentation, the skill of the com¬ 
position, and above all the delicious harmony of its colouring. This exquisite chromatic 
finish would alone stamp the paintings as the work of a Venetian artist, notwithstand¬ 
ing that the text is dated at Rome ; but as a further proof there arc occasional indica¬ 
tions of Venetian dialect in the Italian prayers, as faza for faccia, etc. Many dainty 
fancies are displayed in the minor figures, such as a child bearing a skull in one hand 
while he presses the other to his own head, a charming naked boy feeding a caged bird;

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is to be seen in the Grenville copy of Hakluyt, 3 vols., and a second which was stated 
by the traveller Kohl to be in his possession. It is by far the finest result of Charto- 
graphical labour which appeared from the epoch of the discovery of America down 
to the time of D’Anville—that is far more than two hundred years. Haklnyt in¬ 
tended to insert this map in the work published in 1589, but it was not yet ready, and 
some copies were sent out with a substituted engraving, which is called in the 
preface “ one of the best generall mappes of the world.” The latter map was simply 
a re-engraving from the latest mappemonde of Ortelins (1588), and identical with 
the one which was regularly published in the English edition of Liuschoten’s Travels; 
having therefore no original value or interest. 

The engraver of the great Map, or—as Hakluyt calls it—Terrestrial Globe, was 
“ Mr. Emmerie Mollineux of Lambeth, a rare gentleman in his profession, being 
therein for divers years greatly supported by the purse and liberality of the worship¬

This voluminous and elaborate work is a strong and indubitable proof of the 
translator’s extraordinary industry and very great abilities, lie persevered in exe- 
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cuting it in opposition to a numerous train of unexampled difficulties, which would 
hare entirely subdued a less resolute spirit In the Organon, or Logical Treatises, 
Mr. Taylor has given copious extracts from the Commentary of Ammonias Hermias 
on the Treatise entitled “ de Interpretatione,” and also from Simplicius on the Cate¬ 
gories. His elucidations from the Commentary of Simplicius on the Physics are still 
more copious, and contain, in addition to much other valuable matter, extracts from 
the lost writings of Parmenides, Mclissus, Empedocles, Democritus, Anaxagoras, See, 
which Simplicius says were very rare even in his time. In the books on the Heavens, 
and on the Soul, the reader will find the substance of the Commentaries of Simpli¬ 
cius on these Treatises. In the treatises likewise on Meteors and on Sense and 
Phantasy, he will find the Scholia of Olympiodorus on the former, and Priscianus on 
the latter, both of which are replete with peculiarly important information. The 
notes on the Metaphysics contain nearly the whole of the Commentaries of Syrianus 
that are extant, and arc a most able and satisfactory defence of the Platonic doctrine 
of Ideas, against the apparent opposition of Aristotle.

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would not take much pains to discover it; depending rather upon the texts of his pre¬ 
decessors. Tet he had courage and integrity ; and gains in energy what he loses in 
accuracy. There is, however a coarse thread which runs through all his narratives, 
and those who call him the Tacitus of France, seem to mistake vulgarity for strength. 
His work may be thought in some measure, a reflexion of the motley features of his 
life.”— Dibdin’8 Library Companion, p. 291-2.

In the midst of a mass of silly stories recounting the miraculous works of dead 
men, there is an immense quantity of valuable information, biographical and historical. 
The work begins with the birth of St. Dominick in 1170, and contains a record of 
more than five hundred years. The number of Irish members of the order is remark¬ 
able, and as each one is separately treated of, this history must be regarded as a 
desiderandum in an English library. The rarity, and the difficulty of obtaining 
complete copies^of the original edition, are evinced by the dates of the volumes. Luis 
de Souza who wrote the first three volumes from the undigested collections of Cacegas, 
died after the first volume was printed in the Convent of Bemfica. Vol. 2, wa s 
published by Antonio da Incarnacao in Lisbon in 1662, (not 1626 os Brunet has it); 
and the third was given to the press after the death of the latter, by an anonymous 
fellow-monk; and with this volume the original work of Lnis de Souza terminated. 
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The Supplement was, however given to the world in 1773; and the entire work 
was reprinted in 1767. The reprint is tolerably scarce, but th3 original set of four 
volumes is, as above said, extremely rare.

Excessively base. It is more difficult to make a collection of the engravings of 
this great artist than of most others, because of his having lived in Paris, Berlin, and St. 
Petersburg, and having left the results of his labours behind him at each place. The 
copperplate engravings are charming works of art, but his etchings will always be more 
highly prized by the curious, especially those which reproduce the designs of Rem¬ 
brandt, with whose genins he hod much in common. The etchings are besides much 
rarer ; and amateurs are always glad to have the chance of securing at one instant, such 
a fine collection as is now offered—one which it would otherwise require the research of 
a lifetime to bring together. Some of the impressions in this scries are remarkably 
fine ; some very rare, as for instance the portraits of Schouvaloff, J. B. Rousseau, and 
of the old man pointing with his finger to his mouth (N T o.

This precious Manuscript is the only perfect early codex of 
Wycliffe’s work that can ever be offered for sale. It may be regarded 
as unique from many points of view. Of the seventeen copies of 
Wicklitfe’s Testament which are known to exist, fourteen are in great 
public libraries, the fifteenth is in that of Lord Ashburnham, and the 
sixteenth is that of Sir Thomas Phillipps. Only eight of the sixteen 
are perfect, and amongst the imperfect ones is that of Sir Thos. 
Phillipps. Furthermore, only three copies are known of a date earlier 
than 1400, and of these three the Banister MS. is the only perfect 
one. And finally, so far as the prologues to some of the Epistles are 
concerned, it supplied the only available text for Sir F. Madden’s edi¬ 
tion. Wearing so many titles of honour, the Banister MS. is a book 
which must form the central ornament in whatever library shall be 
graced with it. 

Of the 170 MSS. that pass under Wickliffe’s name, only the 
seventeen above mentioned have a right to bear it. They contain the 
New Testament, the translation of which he completed about 1380; 
and which is a different version from that usually met with. The 
latter was an independent rendering executed some thirty or forty 
years afterwards, the success of which caused the genuine work of 
Wickliffe to become extremely scarce. Of the Old Testament there 
exist likewise two differing versions, the earlier of which was in similar 
manner effaced by the later; but Wickliffe had nothing to do with 
that part of the Bible. All the facts here enumerated will be found 
clearly stated and proved by Sir F. Madden in the preface to his edition 
of the Wycliffite Scriptures. 

Amongst the Egerton MSS. in the British Museum there is a 
Wycliffite Bible, which originally belonged to Humphrey Duke of 
Gloucester and bears his arms. This circumstance, takeu in connec¬ 
tion with the words “ A vous me ly Gloucester/' which are written on 
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the first page of the Banister MS., seems to favour the supposition that 
. we have nere the autograph of the good Duke Humphrey, pledging 
himself to protect the then owner of the book. Wycliffe’s New Tes¬ 
tament was a perilous piece of property at that time, and only to be 
kept in secret; even then the holder strove to win assurance of pro¬ 
tection from one more powerful than himself.

I 
have other descriptions of a seemingly ordinary issue in folio size. It is evident the 
book is extremely rare, and it is undoubtedly highly interesting and important. Two 
of the plates are mounted.

Extremely valuable. Washington’s autograph is simply a bold signature to 
a long letter concerning the exchange of prisoners, bat almost all the rest are fall 
autograph letters. Jeifcrson writes from Richmond, combining the sentiments of 
private friendship and public antagonism. Adjutant Keith’s autograph is the official 
treaty with General Burgoyne for the disposal of his captive army ; General Fraser 
writes from the Camp at Saratoga to announce reinforcements to Baron Ricdcael, 
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and says “ I have no doubt, you will be able to drive the fellows out of Benington.” 
This was 15th August, 1777 ; on the following day, Riedesel was beaten by “the 
fellows,” and within three weeks General Fraser was killed and Burgoyne and bis 
army prisoners. This was the work of General Gates, who, nevertheless, sixteen 
months later, writes in a friendly way to Riedesel about his “ sweet little family.” 
Sir Henry Clinton writes a pleasant friendly letter, Sir William Howe a gruff one,’to 
Baron von Riedesel. General Burgoyne scribbles a long letter in courteous French, 
not many weeks before the battle of Saratoga. Lord Cornwallis congratulates 
Riedesel on his “ exchange” from captivity, ten months before his own surrender. 

This interesting collection was made by Baron von Riedesel, commander of the 
Brunswick contingent in the British army, during his service before the surrender at 
Saratoga, and his enforced three years’ residence with the Americans, amongst whom 
he made many friends. On his return to Germany, his wife published Memoirs of 
their experiences in America.

Part I consists of the Descent from Edward I, of nine distinct 
families, most of them not treated of before by Genealogists, and 
some of the descendants of which are traced to the United States of 
America at the present day. One of these nine families is Lord 
Belper's, whose descent in the male line is well known, but whose 
pedigree in the female line appears here for the first time. 

Part I is, however, but a chain from which hangs Part II, con¬ 
sisting of the pedigrees of twelve families, allied with those forming 
1 he Royal Descent. Here occur the names of “ Cope of Hanwell, 

* Icomb, and Brewerne,” Clere of Stokesby, Paston of Paston, Caryll 
of Wamham, and Woodroffe of Poyle; all these contain new matter, 

* and some corrections of time-honoured errors. Among the new 

I names is that of Mr. Ellis, late the President of the Philological 

? Society, F.R.S., etc. 

* Part III consists of other Royal Descents of the same persons 
and contains an important correction as to the descent of the Ancient 
Barony of de Molines. 

Part IV is Heraldic, and an appendix concludes the book, con¬ 
taining entirely new matter. 

An account book of the 17th century, and some letters of the 
18th century are inserted. 

The whole is derived from original sources as much as possible; 
from the Record Office, and Will Office, the College of Arms, Parish 
Registers, Marriage Allegations, and Deeds in possession of the 
families concerned. Among numerous other names occur Frewen, 
Ffarington, Atherton of Atherton, Whitsune of Apley, Cradock of 
Betley, Holborne (Baronets), Chen worth, Praed, Stubbs, Gould- 
smyth, Harding, East wick, Plimley, Kelly, Buckner, Sharpe, Astley, 
Belknap, etc. 

Collateral kinship, existing between the principal families men¬ 
tioned in the book and many settled in America, cannot fail to 
render Miss Sharpe’s work interesting to amateurs and collectors in 
the United States. ^ - *** 
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
